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SUBJECT: DRAFT JOINT STATEMENT ON TITO VISIT 

1 . THE FOLLOWING TEXT HAS BEEN TENTATIVELY AGREED AT THE 
WORKING LEVEL BETWEEN YUGOSLAV AND US OFFICIALS IN WASHING- 
TON. THE YUGOSLAVS ASKED THAT WE TRANSMIT THIS TEXT 
THROUGH THE EMBASSY TO INSURE TIMELY RECEIPT IN BELGRADE. 
PLEASE DELIVER IT TO FSFA AT THE EARLIEST OPPORTUNITY. THE 
YUGOSLAV EMBASSY WILL NOT RPT. NOT BE TRANSMITTING THIS 
TEXT. BUT WILL REQUIRE AN URGENT RESPONSE IN ORDER TO DIS- 
CUSS FINAL REVISIONS ON SUNDAY, MARCH 5, AT THE DEPARTMENT. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: JOINT STATEMENT 

AT THE INVITATION OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, 

JIMMY CARTER, THE PRESIDENT OF THE SOCIALIST FEDERAL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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REPUBLIC OF YUGOSLAVIA, JOSIP BROZ TITO, PAID A STATE VISIT 
TO THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA MARCH 7-9, 1978. 

IN THE TALKS, ON THE YUGOSLAV SIDE, PARTICIPATED: 

ON THE AMERICAN SIDE: 

DURING THE VISIT, PRESIDENTTITO MET WITH MEMBERS OF THE US 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES AND SENATE. THE TALKS REFLECTED 
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A HIGH DEGREE OF INTEREST IN THE LEGISLATIVE BODIES OF 
BOTH COUNTRIES TO PROMOTE UNDERSTANDING AND CONTACTS 
BETWEEN THE PEOPLES OF YUGOSLAVIA AND THE USA, INCLUDING 
A BROADENED EXCHANGE OF POLITICAL LEADERS. PRESIDENT TITO 
ALSO MET WITH OTHER DISTINGUISHED AMERICANS. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS HELD EXTENSIVE AND USEFUL TALKS IN A 
SPIRIT OF MUTUAL REGARD. CANDOR, AND FRIENDSHIP. THEY 
AGREED THAT THE SIGNIFICANT IMPROVEMENT IN BILATERAL RELA- 
TIONS OVER THE PAST YEAR, MARKED BY A SERIES OF PERSONAL 
MESSAGES BETWEEN THEM AS WELL AS BY HIGH-LEVEL VISITS AND 
CONSULTATIONS, SHOULD BE CONTINUED AND DEEPENED, BUILDING 
UPON THE BASIS OF MUTUAL RESPECT WHICH THE UNITED STATES 
AND THE SOCIALIST FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF YUGOSLAVIA HOLD FOR 
EACH OTHER AS EQUAL, INDEPENDENT, AND SOVEREIGN STATES. 

THEY CONFIRMED THAT THE PRINCIPLES CONTAINED IN PREVIOUS 
JONT STATEMENTS (WASHINGTON, OCTOBER 1971 AND BELGRADE, 
AUGUST 1975) HAVE BEEN TESTED IN PRACTICE AND THAT THEY, 
TOGETHER WITH THE PRESENT STATEMENT, CONSTITUTE THE BASIS 
FOR DEVELOPING RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. THE 
TWO PRESIDENTS CONSIDERED THIS MEETING A MAJOR STEP IN 
STRENGTHENING THE ALREADY STRONG FOUNDATIONS OF US-YUGOSLAV 
RELATIONS. THE VIEWS OF THE TWO SIDES REFLECTED WIDE 
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AREAS OF AGREEMENT ON ISSUES DISCUSSED. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS, NOTING THE DEEP HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL 
TIES BETWEEN THEIR PEOPLES, AGREED THAT AMERICANS OF YUGO- 
SLAV DESCENT HAVE PLAYED A MAJOR ROLE IN STRENGTHENING 
THE BONDS OF FRIENDSHIP AND UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THEIR 
PAST AND PRESENT HOMELANDS. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THAT ECONOMIC 
EXCHANGES BETWEEN THEIR TWO COUNTRIES HAVE DEVELOPED 
POSITIVELY, BUT AGREED THAT THERE WAS POTENTIAL FOR SUB- 
STANTIAL ADDITIONAL INTERCHANGE. THEY NOTED WITH PLEASURE 
THE BALANCED NATURE OF TRADE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES, 

BUT THEY EMPHASIZED THE NEED FOR FURTHER EFFORTS TO 
EXPAND ITS VOLUME, TO STRENGTHEN INDUSTRIAL COOPERATION, 

TO PROMOTE TRAVEL AND TOURISM, TO ENCOURAGE JOINT VENTURES 
AND TO IMPROVE OPPORTUNITIES FOR BUSINESS REPRESENTATIVES 
TO WORK IN BOTH COUNTRIES. THE TWO PRESIDENTS NOTED 
WITH SATISFACTION THE CONTRIBUTION OF THE UNITED STATES- 
YUGOSLAV ECONOMIC COUNCIL TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS AND WELCOMED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A JOINT 
ECONOMIC WORKING GROUP WHICH WILL SERVE TO FACILITATE 
INCREASED TRADE AND ECONOMIC COOPERATION. 

THE TWO SIDES CONFIRMED THEIR MUTUAL INTEREST IN THE FREE 
FLOW OF INFORMATION AND PEOPLE BETWEEN THEIR TWO SOCIETIES 
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AND ENDORSED BOTH GOVERNMENT AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL CULTURAL 
AND INFORMATION EXCHANGE PROGRAMS WHICH FURTHER THIS GOAL. 

IN ADDITION THE TWO PRESIDENTS AGREED THAT GREATER UNDER- 
STANDING BY THE GENERAL PUBLIC OF EACH SOCIETY'S CULTURE 
AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT WOULD BE BENEFICIAL. THEY AFFIRMED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF SOCIAL AND 
PHYSICAL SCIENCES, EDUCATION, CULTURE, AND INFORMATION 
AND PLEDGED TO DEVELOP THEM FURTHER.

SPHERE OF INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS. THEY DEVOTED 
SPECIAL ATTENTION TO QUESTIONS OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN 
THE WORLD AND TO THE PROMOTION OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERA- 
TION. THEY UNDERLINED IN PARTICULAR THAT ALL COUNTRIES 
SHOULD SEEK TO RESOLVE DISPUTES BY PEACEFUL MEANS, THAT 
EQUAL COOPERATION SHOULD BECOME UNIVERSALLY APPLICABLE 
AMONG ALL COUNTRIES, THAT THE RIGHT OF ALL STATES 
TO DETERMINE THEIR OWN SOCIAL SYSTEMS WITHOUT 
OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE MUST BE RESPECTED AND THAT RELATIONS 
AMONG STATES, REGARDLESS OF DIFFERENCES OR SIMILARITIES IN 
THEIR SOCIAL, POLITICAL, AND ECONOMIC SYSTEMS, MUST BE 
BASED ON THE SPIRIT AND PRINCIPLES OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
CHARTER. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS AFFIRMED THE NEED TO EXTEND THE POLICY 
OF THE RELAXATION OF TENSIONS AND PEACEFUL COOPERATION 
TO ALL REGIONS OF THE WORLD AND ALL AREAS OF INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS AND TO ENSURE THAT ALL COUNTRIES CAN RENDER 
THEIR CONTRIBUTION TO THE STRENGTHENING OF PEACE AND 
SECURITY SO THAT INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS MAY BE BENEFICIALLY 
RESOLVED. THE TWO PRESIDENTS RECOGNIZED THE INDISPENSABIL- 
ITY OF BROAD COOPERATION, BASED ON EQUALITY OF ALL MEMBERS 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND ON THE PRINCIPLES OF 
THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS, IN SEEKING SOLUTIONS TO 
OUTSTANDING INTERNATIONAL ISSUES. 

PRESIDENTS CARTER AND TITO AGREED THAT NONALIGNMENT IS A 
VERY SIGNIFICANT FACTOR IN WORLD AFFAIRS. THEY SHARE THE 
VIEW THAT THE NONALIGNED COUNTRIES CAN AND SHOULD MAKE AN 
ACTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO THE RESOLUTION OF INTERNATIONAL 
PROBLEMS AND TO THE MORE FAVORABLE EVOLUTION OF 

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. PRESIDENT CARTER REAFFIRMED THE 
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RESPECT OF THE UNTIED STATES FOR YUGOSLAVIA'S COMMITMENT 
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TO NONALIGNMENT AND THE ROLE YUGOSLAVIA PLAYS IN THAT 
MOVEMENT. 

PRESIDENT TITO WELCOMED THE STEPS TAKEN BY THE UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT OVER THE PAST YEAR ON A NUMBER OF LONG- 
STANDING ISSUES OF CONCERN TO THE NONALIGNED. IN THIS 
CONNECTION PRESIDENT CARTER THANKED PRESIDENT TITO FOR HIS 
WARM MESSAGE OF SUPPORT FOR THE TREATIES WHICH THE UNITED 
STATES HAS NEGOTIATED WITH THE REPUBLIC OF PANAMA CONCERN- 
ING THE FUTURE STATUS OF THE PANAMA CANAL. PRESIDENT TITO 
REAFFIRMED HIS VIEW THAT THE TREATIES WOULD SERVE THE 
INTEREST OF PEACE AND STABILITY IN THE REGION, AND THROUGH- 
OUT THE WORLD. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS REVIEWED RECENT DEVELOPMENTS AND 
PLEDGED RENEWED EFFORTS TO LOWER THE BARRIERS TO UNDER- 
STANDING AND CONTACT BETWEEN ALL PEOPLES OF EUROPE, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THEIR COMMON ASPIRATIONS. IN THIS CONNECT- 
ION THE TWO PRESIDENTS DISCUSSED THE RESULTS OF THE BEL- 
GRADE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE. 
THEY AGREED THAT THE BELGRADE MEETING HAS LAID THE FOUNDA- 
TIONS FOR CONTINUATION OF MULTILATERAL EFFORTS TO INCREASE 
SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE. THEY REAFFIRMED THEIR 
COMMITMENT TO THE SUCCESS OF THE CSCE PROCESS AND TO FULL 
IMPLEMENTATION OF ALL SECTIONS OF THE FINAL ACT. THEY 
URGED ALL SIGNATORY STATES TO JOIN IN EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE 
FULL IMPLEMENTATION IN ORDER TO FURTHER THE PROCESS OF 
CONSULTATION AND CONTACT BETWEEN THE PARTICIPATING COUNT- 
RIES AND TO PROMOTE MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. THEY PLEDGED 
CONTINUED EFFORTS TOWARD THESE GOALS IN THE PERIOD LEADING 
TO THE NEXT CONFERENCE IN MADRID IN 1980. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS EXPRESSED THEIR SPECIAL CONCERN ABOUT 
THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST WHICH REMAINS A SOURCE OF 
GREAT TENSION IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. THEY AGREED ON 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE URGENT NEED TO FIND A COMPREHENSIVE, JUST AND LASTING 
SOLUTION WHICH WOULD BE BASED ON UNITED NATIONS SECURITY 
COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS, ON RECOGNITION OF THE RIGHT OF ALT. 
STATES IN THE REGION, INCLUDING ISRAEL, TO INDEPENDENCE 
AND SECURITY AND ON RECOGNITION AND SECURING OF THE LEGITI- 
MATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS. THE TWO PRESIDENTS 
EXPLAINED IN DETAIL THEIR RESPECTIVE VIEWS ON THE CURRENT 
SITUATION. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS ALSO AGREED THAT THE ETHIOPIA-SOMALIA 
CONFLICT SHOULD BE RESOLVED BY PEACEFUL MEANS, TAKING 
ACCOUNT OF THE NEED TO RESPECT BOTH TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
AND THE LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS OF THE PEOPLES OF BOTH 
COUNTRIES, AND IN CONFORMITY WITH THE PRINCIPLES OF THE

CHARTER OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY AND THE 
CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS. THE TWO PRESIDENTS 

EXPRESSED THEIR BELIEF THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
SHOULD EXERT GREATER EFFORTS FOR SECURING CONDITIONS TO 
MAINTAIN THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, INDEPENDENCE AND 
NONALIGNED POSITION OF THESE TWO COUNTRIES. IN THEIR 
DISCUSSION OF DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, THE TWO 
PRESIDENTS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS 
OF THE AFRICAN PEOPLES TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND MAJORITY 
RULE. THEY CONDEMNED RACISM IN ALL FORMS. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS DISCUSSED A VARIETY OF ASPECTS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS IN THE CONTEMPORARY WORLD AND AGREED THAT HUMAN 
RIGHTS PRACTICES IN ALL COUNTRIES ARE A VALID SUBJECT FOR 
DISCUSSION IN INTERNATIONAL FORA, IN KEEPING WITH THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS, THE UNI- 
VERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND THE HELSINKI FINAL 
ACT. 
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THE PRESIDENT OF THE SFR OF YUGOSLAVIA AND THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA REVIEWED WITH PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION THE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC SITUATION AND, 
ESPECIALLY THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE DEVELOPED AND DEVELOP 
ING COUNTRIES. WHILE APPROACHING GLOBAL ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 
FROM DIFFERENT PERSPECTIVES, THEY RECOGNIZED THEIR GRAVITY 
AND THE INTERDEPENDENCE OF ALL COUNTRIES AND STRESSED THE 
NEED FOR NECESSARY CHANGES IN WORLD ECONOMIC REALTIONS 
WHICH WILL RESPECT THE INTERESTS AND EQUALITY OF ALL 
COUNTRIES. THEY NOTED IN PARTICULAR TH" IMPORTANCE OF 
INCREASED SUPPORT FOR ACCELERATED ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF 
THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND A BROADER LINKAGE BETWEEN THE 
ECONOMIES OF THE INDUSTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
THEY EMPHASIZED THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE GLOBAL ECONOMIC 
DIALOGUE AS A VITAL ELEMENT IN FOSTERING COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE INDUSTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, WHICH 
IS AN INDISPENSABLE PRECONDITION FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF 
EXISTING ECONOMIC PROBLEMS IN THE WORLD. WITH REGARD TO 
THE MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS CURRENTLY UNDERWAY 
IN GENEVA, THEY AGREED THAT A BROAD LIBERALIZATION OF 
TRADE IS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE FOR THEIR RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES 
AND FOR THE WORLD ECONOMY AND THEY PLEDGED TO WORK TOWARD 
THIS GOAL. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS VOICED THEIR DEEP CONCERN OVER THE 
CONTINUATION OF THE ARMS RACE WHICH RENDERS DIFFICULT THE 
SOLUTION OF SUBSTANTIAL POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, AND OTHER 
PROBLEMS BESETTING MANKIND TODAY. BOTH GOVERNMENTS 
BELIEVE THAT DURABLE PEACE IN THE WORLD AS A WHOLE CAN 
ONLY BE ASSURED IF EFFECTIVE MEASURES ARE UNDERTAKEN TO 
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HALT THE ARMS RACE AND TO TAKE CONCRETE STEPS FOR NUCLEAR 

DISARMAMENT TOWARD THE ULTIMATE GOAL OF GENERAL AND COM- 
PLETE DISARMAMENT. IN THIS CONNECTION, THE TWO PRESIDENTS 
UNDERSCORED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE NEGOTIATIONS ON STRATEGIC 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ARMS LIMITATIONS, MUTUAL AND BALANCED FORCE REDUCTIONS IN 
CENTRAL EUROPE, AND ON A COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN. THEY ALSO 
STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE FORTHCOMING SPECIAL SESSION 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE UNITED NATIONS DEVOTED TO 
DISARMAMENT. 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS AGREED THAT THE DEVELOPMENT OF ENERGY 
IS OF VITAL INTEREST TO THE ECONOMIES OF ALL COUNTRIES OF 
THE WORLD AND, PARTICULARLY, OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
AND THEREFORE THEY CONSIDER THAT NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR PEACE- 
FUL PURPOSES SHOULD BE MADE ACCESSIBLE TO ALL COUNTRIES 
WITHOUT DISCRIMINATION ON THE BASIS OF EFFECTIVE INTER- 
NATIONAL SAFEGUARDS. THE TWO PRESIDENTS WERE CONVINCED 
THAT THE DANGER OF PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS COULD 
BE DIMINISHED, FIRST AND FOREMOST, BY EFFECTIVE REDUCTION 
OF EXISTING NUCLEAR WEAPONS, AS WELL AS BY POLITICAL AGREE- 
MENT OF THE WHOLE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY ON MEASURES FOR 
THE PREVENTION OF THE PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 
WHILE LEAVING THE DOOR OPEN FOR THE APPLICATION OF NUCLEAR 
ENERGY AND TECHNOLOGY FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES UNDER APPROPR- 
IATE SAFEGUARD ". 

THE TWO PRESIDENTS AGREED THAT TERRORISIM IS A COMM SCOURGE 
OF MANKIND REGARDLESS OF THE OBJECTIVES IT PURPOSTS TO 
SERVE, AND THEY AGREED THAT EFFECTIVE MEASURES MUST BE 
TAKEN TO ELIMINATE THIS SENSELESS THREAT TO PEOPLE THROUGH- 
OUT THE WORLD. IN THIS CONTEXT, PRESIDENT CARTER SPECIFI- 
CALLY CONDEMNED THE VIOLENCE DIRECTED AGAINST YUGOSLAVIA 
BY TERRORISTS IN THE UNITED STATES AND RENEWED HIS ASSUR- 
ANCES TO TAKE FIRM MEASURES TO PREVENT SUCH CRIMINAL 
ACTIVITY WHICH IS AGAINST THE INTERESTS OF THE UNITED 
STATES AND OF GOOD UNITED STATES-YUGOSLAV RELATIONS. 
PRESIDENT TITO EXPRESSED HIS APPRECIATION FOR THE EFFORTS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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WHICH THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT HAS UNDERTAKEN TO CURB ANTI- 
YUGOSLAV TERRORIST ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES. 

PRESIDENT CARTER REITERATED THE CONTINUING SUPPORT OF THE 
UNITED STATES FOR THE INDEPENDENCE, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
AND UNITY OF YUGOSLAVIA. DURING THE TALKS IT WAS STRESSED 
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THAT GOOD RELATIONS AND COOPERATION BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES AND YUGOSLAVIA CONSTITUTE AN ESSENTIAL ELEMENT OF 
AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY AND THAT THE UNITED STATES IS 
INTERESTED IN A STRONG AND INDEPENDENT YUGOSLAVIA AS A 
FACTOR FOR BALANCE, PEACE AND STABILITY IN EUROPE AND IN 
THE WORLD. 

PRESIDENT TITO EXTENDED AN INVITATION TO PRESIDENT CARTER 
TO PAY AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO YUGOSLAVIA. THE INVITATION 
WAS ACCEPTED WITH PLEASURE. CHRISTOPHER 
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
